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RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


Extracts from the “ Report of of our churches are now rejoicing 


the Committee appointed to take 
minutes and prepare an account 
of the state of religion within 
the limits of the General Asso- 
ciation of Massachusetts Prop- 
er, and of other bodies in con- 
neaion with it,” June 23, 1818. 


Tue past year, though not 
marked with such extensive revi- 
vals of religion, as have on some 
occasions imparted a peculiar in- 
terest to the reports presented to 
this body, has afforded much evi- 
dence, that the Lord hath not 
forsaken us, that our God hath 
not forgotten to be gracious. 
The towns of Richmond,Lanes- 
borough, Hinsdale, Greenfield, 
Royalston, Ashburnham, Prince- 
ton, Holden, Wendal and West- 
minster, have been blessed with 
a season of refreshing.frem the 
presence of the Lord. Encour- 
aging tokens of seriousness and 
deep attention, have recently ap- 
peared in Danvers, Lynn, Bever- 
ty, and especially in Marblehead. 
The spirit of prayer has been 
poured out upon the churches, 
and many have become the sub- 
jects of deep religious impres- 
sions and considerable numbers 
have been hopefully brought to 
the knowledge of the truth unto 
salvation, Not 4 small number 


in the precious fruits of copious 
outpourings of the Spirit in past 
years. It is stated, that but few 
instances ef defection have been 
noticed. The hopeful converts, 
many of whom are from among 
the youth, continue stedfast in the 
faith, and adorn the doctrine of 
God our Savior. The monthly 
concert of prayer, excites a deep 
and lively interest,and is devout- 
ly and generally attended. Our 
adored Redeemer, “ walketh in 
the midst of the golden candle- 
sticks, and heldeth the stars in his 
right hand.” 

Increased and systematic at- 
tention has been paid, the past 
year, to the religious instruction 
of children and youth. Sabbath 
Schools have been opened in many 
places, and crowds of children, 
both of the rich and of the poor, 
have been collected on the Lord’s 
day, and instructed in the Holy 
Scriptures. With no ordinary 
feelings of approbation, we hail 
this happy expedient, as one that 
promises great good to the rising 
generation, It has already excit- 
ed the attention of parents, to that 
ancient, but much neglected pre- 
cept, “These words which I 
command thee this day shall be 
in thine heart. and thou shalt 
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teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down 
and when thou risest up.” 

Missionary, Bible, and Educa- 
tien Societies receive increasing 
patronage. And not a small 
number of associations more lim- 
ited in extent, but not less active, 
some of males and more of fe- 
males, are lending their aid to 
various objects of religious chari- 
ty. ‘The munificence of the Chris- 
tian public has enabled the Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, to pursue a system of 
efficient measures, for diffusing 
the light of holy truth among the 
perishing heathen. Thirteen of 
our brethren are actively and ar- 
dently engaged as missionaries, 
at different stations, and on dif- 
ferent continents. in this holy, 
self-denying, and glorious work. 
The smiles of heaven have attend- 
ed their steps. More than eight 
hundred children are instructed 
in the missionary schools. From 
the Cherokee nation, we have re- 
ceived the gladdening intelli- 
gence, that a number have become 
subjects of serious impressions, 
and five have been introduced 
into the church, as the first fruits 
of the Gospel among these Gen- 
tiles. 

Within the bounds of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, the interests of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom are advanc- 
ing. Precious and interesting 
revivals of religion have blessed 
a number of the churches —The 
monthly concert of prayer is gen- 
erally observed.— Missionary la- 
bors have been attended with 
animating and extraordinary suc- 
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cess; and many new congreya- 
tions and churches have been 
recently established. Sabbath 
Schools, and Bible classes are 
very generally encouraged, and 
commendable attention is paid 
to the rising generation. 

In the State of Connecticut, 
harmony prevails aimeng wminis- 
ters and churches, and religion 
has revived in several places. 
The heathen school in Cornwall, 
though in its infancy. promises 
to become a “ light to lighten the 
Gentiles.” 

No delegation was present from 
New-Hampshire ; but from a cor- 
rect source of information, we 
learn, That “ revivals of religion, 
lee te and resulting in the 
vopeful conversion of considera- 
ble numbers, have claimed the 
gratitude, and encouraged the 
hearts of both ministers and pri- 
vate Christians; and that God 
has been pleased to call in from 
the world the greatest proportion 
of converts from among these, 
who in their infancy received the 
seal of baptism.” 

From our Brethren in the State 
of Vermont. we have received in- 
telligence of a very interesting 
character. Upon many of the 
churches the Holy Spirit * hath 
come down like rain upon the 
mown grass, as showers that wa- 
ter the earth” Hundreds of 
hopeful converts have been gath- 
ered into the bosom of the church. 
Christians, in that * field which 
the Lord hath blessed.” may 
adopt the inspired expressions, 
** Lo. this is our God; we have 
waited for him. and he will save 
us; this is the Lord: we have 
waited for him, we will be glad 
and rejeic® in his salvation.” 





REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE MAINE MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY, Juve 24, 1818. 


BELOVED AND RESPECTED DRETHREN 3— 


As your regulations make it 
an incumbent duty upon the 
‘Trustees to present, at the annu- 
al meeting, a statement of the 
proceedings of the year past ; 
so they would embrace it asa 
privileged season also, devoutly 
to thank God and affectionately 
to congratulate their brethren, on 
the pleasant and prosperous cir- 
cumstances of the present meet- 
ing. 

It was the design of the Trus- 
tees, in the course of the last 
year, by exchanges with the mis- 
sionaries. to visit personally ail 
the destitute places in the Dis- 
trict, so as to give to the Society, 
from observation. a general view 
of the desolations of this part of 
our Zion, and of the wants and 
claims of the people. They 
have not been able to effect this, 
to the extent they had wished. 
Individuals have done something ; 
hut others have been prevented, 
from the consideration that mis- 
sionaries in their employ, in the 
latter part of the past year, 
(which was the time they had 
fixed upon for this service.) were 
mostly wanted in places, where 
they were desirous of a settle- 
ment of the gospel ministry ; 
and it was thought not advisable 
to call them from those stations. 
This object, it is hoped, will vet 
be pursued, by those to whom 
the Society hereafter may com- 
mit the direction of its concerns. 


This Society has furnished, in 
the course of the year past, two 
hundred and seven weeks of 
missionary labors. There have 
been employed. some for a long- 
er and some for a shorter time, 
twenty-five missionaries. ob 
have labored, though not in al! 
the destitute parts of the District, 
yet in many places, and in those 
which were most  necessitous, or 
where there was thought to be 
the greatest hope of success. 

The Rev, Messrs, Josiah Peet, 
Josiah G. Merritl, and David 
M. Mitchell were appointed to 
labor, each six weeks and a quar- 
ter,and Rev. Fifield Holt and 
Rev. C. J. Lawton, each five 
weeks, in the places where they 
are settled. Being present at 
this meeting, they will give to 
the Society a verbal account of 
their services and success, more 
in detail and more interesting, 
than the Trustees, from the 
means of knowledge they pos- 
sess. could pretend te furnish. 

Mr. Moses Patridge was com- 
missioned in September last to 
labor in the service of the Socie- 
ty for twelve weeks. He spent 
ten Sabbaths in Vassalboro’ and 
twoin Limington. During his 
mission, he * preached  fifty- 
three sermons: visited three 
schools and seventy-five fami- 


lies: attended three funerals, 
seven prayer mectings and one 
church meeting. and distributed 
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one hundred and thivty-five re- 
ligious Tracts.’”? While at Vas- 
salboro’, Mr. Patridge made an 
exchange with a neighboring min- 
ister, that the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper might be adminis- 
tered, when four were added to 
the church. In the little time 
he tarried at Limington, he 
thought there was more than usu- 
al attention to the word. ‘* The 
Macedonian cry, he observes, in 
thistown is very loud. Great 
anxiety is manifested and ex- 
pressed for regular stated preach- 
ing. It isthe united voice of 
the people, that something must 
be done.” ‘That some interest 
was excited by his servic es would 
also appear from a remark of the 
missionary who succeeded him. 
He writes from Limington; “ Mr. 
Patridge left this place, the very 
day on which I arrived here. In 
‘ the course of eleven days, he 
preached nine sermons to gener- 
al acceptance, and with the very 
best effect.” 

The Rev. John Sawyer had an 
appointment of nine weeks in 
the vicinity of Garland; Mr. 
Ebenezer Eaton, of four weeks 
at Mount Desert; Mr. William 
Hinman, of four weeks at St. Al- 
bans and vicinity; and Mr. 
Charles Freeman. of eighteen 
weeks, which he spent chiefly in 
the County of Cumberland.— 
* The state of the people, where 
I have performed my missionary 
services,” Mr. Freeman observes 
m his Journal, “ is not altogeth- 
er discouraging, though _ reli- 
gious ordinances are not sup- 
ported. ‘There are some who 
are seeking for the truth, and 
who realize the importance 


of religion, and the worth of the 
soul, and who look therefore ea- 
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gerly for religious instruction. 
These remarks will apply more 
x ggg to Limington and 

imeric. In the former town, 
the attention of the people was 
drawn to the subject of religion 
very observably, by a missionary 
who preceded me. I found also 
several in Limeric, who appear- 
ed to have experienced the reno- 
vating influence of God's spirit, 
through the instrumentality of 
missionaries who preached there 
before me, under the direction 
of your Society.”? Mr. Freeman 
preached seventy sermons, visit- 
ed one hundred and twenty-two 
families and four schools. He 
also tarried with the people at 
Limeric four Sabbaths, on their 
own account, after his mission 
had closed. 

The Rev. Daniel Kendrick had 
an appointment of ten weeks at 
Pittston, Vassalboro’ and Litch- 
field. He spent two Sabbaths 
at Vassalboro’, two at Pittston 
and six at Litchfield. He 
preached, at the last place “ twen- 
ty-four sermons ; visited nearly 
all the families belonging to the 
Congregational Society ; attend- 
ed two conference meetings and 
ome church meeting; visited 
three scheols and one sick per- 
son ; and administered the Lord’s 
Supper three times and propound- 
ed one person for admission into 
the church.” 

During his visits at Litchfield. 
Mr. Kendrick observes, that he 
“found some serious attention. 
which however was confined to a 
few individuals, two or three of 
whom obtained a hope, and of- 
fered satisfactory evidence of a 
change of heart.” The people 
at Litchfield, it is known to ma- 
ny present, are feeble in point of 
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roperty. They have however 
sent on to the treasury, at this 
meeting, twenty-eight dollars and 
forty-two cents ; and have sub- 
scribed about the same sum, with 
the hope of obtaining further aid 
the ensuing year. 

The Rev. Jonathan Belden was 
commissioned for four weeks, to 
supply a destitute society in 
Bristol ; Mr. Flijah Gates and 
Mr. James Walker, each four 
weeks, both at Farmington and 
vicinity. Mr. Belden performed 
his mission, as appointed, and 
received for the Society seven 
dollars and fifty cents. Mr. 
Gates spent three Sabbaths at 
Farmington and one at New- 
Sharon ; and also preached in 
the week time at Wilton. Mr. 
Walker divided his labors between 
Farmington and Strong. He 
preached twenty six times, made 
fifty family visits, attended one 
prayer meeting and one confer- 
ence.” The people at Farming- 
ton, by their Committee, have, in 
addition to former donations, sent 
on to this Society fifty dollars at 
the present meeting ; and state 
that they are ** anxious to be sup- 
plied with preaching, sintseularty 
in the summer season.” They 
add; ** The great body of people 
who live in the adjoining towns 
would. we think, attend at this 
place with pleasure, whereby more 
could be privileged to hear than 
at almost any other place.” They 
requested Mr. Walker’s longer 
continuance with them, as it was 
thought there was more than 
usual attention to the ministra- 
tions of the gospel ; but the re- 
guest could not be complied with 
consistently with his arrange- 
ments. It is understood that his 
labors were wanted at Bethel, 


where there has been a revival 
of religion, and considerable ac- 
cessions to the church. The Rev. 
Henry Sewall performed eight 
weeks missionary labors in Fox- 
craft and Sangersville. In his 
journal he observes ; “ I deliv- 
ered thirty one discourses ; at- 
tended four prayer meetings and 
one conference ; visited one 
School ; administered the erdi- 
nance of the Lord’s Supper once, 
and baptized one child. “ The re- 
mainder of my time was spent in 
visiting from house to house.” 
He adds, in regard to those pla- 
ces; ‘ The peculiar situation of 
the people in that vicinity, at 
present, calls aloud for further 
missionary aid.” 

Sixteen weeks and two thirds 
missionary labers were assigned 
to Hampden, Orrington and their 
vicinities ; ten weeks and two 
thirds to Rev. Abijah Wines and 
six weeks to Mr. Ebenezer Chee- 
ver. The journal of the former 
has not been received ; the latter 
spent his time chiefly in Hamp- 
den. Inthis place, a Congrega- 
tional pce! was organized 
about a year ago, which has since 
receiveda gradual accession of 
members ; the whole number 
now amounting to about forty. 

** Mr. Cheever’s labors,” (one 
observes, residing in Hampden.) 
“ have been performed, I believe, 
with a good degree of fidelity, 
much to the acceptance of the 
people who enjoyed them, and 
apparently to the advancement 
of the cause of Christ.” In a 
summary of his labors, it is men- 
tioned, that he “ preached twen- 
ty-three sermons, made forty-six 
family visits, attended eleven 
conferences, one funeral and 
one church meeting.” In this 
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journal, there is also mentioned 
the state of some of the neigh- 
boring plac es. ‘God has evi- 
dently blessed the means of grace 
employed with the people at 
Frankfort, and No. 2, first 
range, ten miles from Frankfort. 
to the conversion of a number of 
souls, in each place. They are 
now destitute. The seriousness 
in Frankfort appears to be gen- 
eral; their occasional meetings 
througed. and the desire to hear 
preaching almost universal. 1 
hope the Society will regard this 
people with special attention.” 

The Select Committee of mn 
Trustees sent a commission to 
Mr. Clarke Cornish, for eight 
weeks at Penobscot and vicinity. 
He entered upon his labors on 
the 17th January last. He 
pooh in Penobscot. Brooks- 
ville and Sedgwick. In the course 
of his eight weeks mission, he de- 
livered forty-one sermons. attend- 
ed six prayer meetings. one fu- 
neral and one church meeting. 
Mr. Cornish concludes his jour- 
nal by saying ; ** [ have nothing 
very ‘special to inform the Trus- 
tees of ; but I would not despise 
the day of small things. There 
have been, since last June, five 
persons in Penobscot and Brooks- 
ville. who have obtained a hope 
that they have passed from death 
unto life. There are some oth- 
ers that appear to be rationally 
convinced of the entire depravi ity 
of their hearts. and at times con- 
siderably concerned about them- 
selves. There have also been six 
members added to Sedgwick 
church. and nine chiidren bap- 
tized.”"—The people in these 
places made provision for Mr. 
Cornish’s longer continuance 

with them ; and he tarried and 


supplied them fourteen weeks, 
after his mission from this Sy. 
ciety was closed. 

Mr. Robert Page, Jun. was 
commissioned to spend twelve 
weeks in the service of this soci- 
ety; but being invited to take a 
mission to the West, he thought 
it his duty to comply; and con- 
sequently performed but five 
weeks of his mission in this vi- 
cinity. That time was spent 
chiefly in Mon mouth, Readfield 
and Wayne ; beginning his mis- 
sion in July last. At that time 
he thought there was ** more than 
usual attention to religion in 
Monmouth; and at Wayne, six 
or seven had recently obtained 4 
hope. of the good ground of 
which he thought they gave sat- 
isfactory evidence. These, or 
some ot these, from their circum- 
siances. he considered probable 
would join other denominations.’ 
Monmouth, Readfield & Wayne, 
em towns and destitute, he 
thinks have strong claims for 

charitable aid. 

Rev. Nathan Douglass has 
been employed by this Society, 
since the l.st annual meeting, 
twenty-five weeks; seventeen 
weeks at Alfred. and eight weeks 
in the vicinity. chiefly in Shap- 
leigh ; and has received for the 

use of the Society, in the time, 
thirty-five dollars and thirty-five 
cents, He considers the state 

of s Shapleigh, as requiring the at- 
tention of missionary Societies. 
both as being very destitute of 
t! ve ordinances of the gospel, and 
also as being more inclined than 
usual & attend on its ministra- 
tions. There is a church in 
this place of about twenty mem- 
bers. male and female: the no- 
tice now taken of them (says 
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Mr. Douglass) has indeed en- 
couraged them greatly. The 
rincipal part appear to be spir- 
itual members, and seem to unite 
in the worship of God with a 
well-tempered zeal.” 
Mr. Noah Emerson had an ap- 
ointment of twelve weeks; 
eight of which he spent in Lim- 
eric. Newfield and Parsonsfield ; 
and preached thirty-one times; 
attended one funeral and one 
church meeting; and mace one 
hundred and three family visits.” 
The last four weeks he spent in 
Vassalboro’; where he ** preach- 
ed twelve sermons, attended four 
meetings for prayer,and made 
eleven family visits.” He con- 
cludes his journal by observing ; 
“Though my labors have not 
been apparently attended with 
that abundant success, which has 
often crowned the labors of ma- 
ny other missionaries: yet I can 
truly say; the service of the 
Lord is delightful ; and from the 
increased and anxious attention, 
which I often witnessed, I have 
the humble hope, that my labor 
has not been in vain in the Lord.” 
At the semi-annual! meeting of 
the Trustees, on the Sth of Oc- 
tober last, Mr. Levi Loring had 
an appointment of twelve weeks 
and a half: six and a half in 
the town of Buxton, and six in 
the vicinity. He has since been 
settled in the ministry at Bux- 
ton. Also, at the same meeting, 
Mr. John H. Ingraham received 
an appointment of twelve weeks 
and a half, at Thomaston and 
the vicinity ; and has since been 
settled in the town of Thomas- 
ton. A commission of twelve 
weeks was forwarded to Mr. 
Isaac Weston ; but he continued 
enly four weeks in the service of 


the Society. This time he spent 
chiefly in Limeric. His _publie 
labors were not more multiplied 
than those of others; perhaps 
not so much, as of some ; but his 
family visits were abundant, and 
he hopes * not without some good 
effect.””, He mentions individu- 
als that were seriously affected, 
and two young persons that were 
hopefully brought out of dark- 
ness into light.—In his journal, 
he writes ; ** While at Limeric, 
| was written to, to go and labor 
among the es in Boothbay ; 
and have cencluded to proceed 
thither.” And he suggests the 
probability that he shall return 
and finish his mission at some fu- 
ture time. But his going to 
Boothbay was followed by a con- 
siderably extensive revival of re- 
ligion in the place, (from sixty 
to seventy being made hopeful 
converts,) which prepared the 
way for an invitation to him to 
settle in the gospel ministry : and 
he has been accordingly ordained 
to the pastoral charge of the 
church and people in Boothbay, 
Mr. Thomas Adams also had 
an appointment of six weeks at 
Farmington. But, as the people at 
Vassalboro’ were wishing to obtain 
a candidate for settlement, he was 
allowed to spend four of the Sab- 
baths with them. In his journal 
ef his labors at Farmington, af- 
ter mentioning his preaching 
twice on the Lord’s day, he adds; 
“In the evening I met with a 
Catechetical Society, which I 
formed here while on a mission 
from the Massachusetts Mission- 
ary Society. I find very good 
attention has been paid to this 
object, by the young people, dur- 
ing my absence. It is under 
direction of a young gentleman, 
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whose mind appears to be very 
much impressed with the ead 
ance of religion, and who I in- 
dulge the hope will be the in- 
strument of much good in this 
place.” He concludes his ac- 
count of Farmington aud vicini- 
ty by saying ; ‘ Here is a great 
sphere of usefulness, which I 
hope will be occupied by the mist 
sionaries, as much as can be done 
consistently with the claims of 
other parts of the vineyard.” 

After mentioning his ublic 
labors, while at Vassalboro’, 
which are in the usual course of 
missionary services, Mr. Adams 
subjoins; ‘My private visits 
have been frequent, and in man 
instances interesting, Though 
there is no special excitement 
on the minds of the people, yet 
there appear to be many who are 
convinced of the importance of 
religion. Considerable attention 
has been paid to the rising gen- 
eration. ‘There are two Sabbath 
Schools, in different parts of the 
town, conducted by individuals. 
Since I have been in the town, 
I have formed two small Socie- 
ties of young people, for catechet- 
ical instruction, who are attend- 
ing to the New ‘Testament on 
Cummings’ plan. They meet 
on Sabbath evening. I have uni- 
formly met with one or the ether ; 
and have been much encouraged 
from observing the spirit and 
diligence manifested by the mem- 
bers.”——From the church and 
people at Vassalboro’, Mr. 
Adams received an invitation to 
settle with them in the gospel 
ministry, to which invitation he 
has as yet given mo definite an- 
swer. 

The Trustees are fully aware 
that they have expended more 


than their funds ; that they have 
made some anticipation of the 
income of the present meeting. 
The same has algo occurred in 
some instances heretofore. The 
particular reason of it the last 
year, was, that there were men 
on the ground, men of promise, 
whe were willing to labor and 
willing to settle in the District, 
if there was an opening in Provi- 
dence. And also, that there was a 
peculiar and pressing call among 
the destitute, in many places, for 
the word of life. It then became 
a question, whether missionary 
labors should be suspended in 
the midst of the spiritual harvest, 
or be continued with a little en- 
croachment upon the expected 
charities of the ensuing year. 
The ‘Trustees took the latter 
course. They extended their 
operations, in the same manner, 
as though the monies were al- 
ready in the Treasury. Now 
the worst that can be supposed 
to happen, in consequence of 
this is, that the operations of the 
Society may be necessarily more 
limited, the coming year. But 
even this, we think, cannot hap- 
pen. A christian public will not 
see the tongues of their poor 
brethren cleave to the roof of 
their mouth for thirst, and not 
give them water. They will 
not hear them cry ; “ Behold, 
we perish here with hunger ;” 
and not send them the bread of 
life. Their hearts are not so 
steeled and hardened. We will 
hope, we will confidently believe, 
‘better things.” It is a time of 
great faith, great labors, and 
great success. 

Who would have _ thought, 
twenty years ago, that Bibles, 
from aspirit of public munrh- 
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cence should have become so 
multiplied, that every poor fami- 
iy might receive one from the 
hand of charity ? that generous 
donations and personal voluntary 
efforts shall be so increased, in 
favor of the religious instruction 
of the rising generation, that 
multitudes of children, without 
expence to themselves, should 
be taught together, from Sabbath 
to Sabbath, in the a erin of 
the Gospel! and that such unex- 
ainpled efforts should be made to 
send the word ef life to distant 
nations ! The time seems to have 
come, when the angel is flying 
through the heavens, having the 
everlasting gospel to preach to 
them that dwell on the earth. 
Men have been found who were 
willing to take their lives in 
their hands, and to say, in an- 
swer to the question, “ Whom 
shall I send >” Here are we, send 
us. They have been carried across 
the “ great and wide sea,” as on 
the wings of eagles. They have 
Sa the standard of their 
tedeemer amid hosts of spiritual 
adversaries; and waved the ban- 


ner of the cross over the battle- 
ments of the enemy.---And yet, 
though so much is already done, 
three fourths of the world still 
remain under the dominion of 
idolatry. *‘* Darkness covers the 
earth, and gross darkness the 
eople.” Even in this District, 
to which the labors of your So- 
ciety are more particularly re- 
stricted, “there remaineth yet 
very much land tobe possessed.” 
In the view of these things, can 
christian churches, can pious in- 
dividuals, can any bougit with 
the blood of Christ, slumber and 
sleep ? No, they will awake and 
arise. They will unite their 
charitable efforts in evangelizing 
the world. They will strive 
together for the promotion of the 
gospel. All will hear and obey 
that voice from above, which 
saith ; ** The silver and the gold 


are mine.” * Be rich in food 
works; ready todistribute ; willing 
to communicate.” ‘It is more 
blesed to give than to receive.” 
‘Cast thy bread upon the waters, 
fer thou shall find it after many 
days.”

The following anecdote was related 
by Br. Gregory atthe fourth Annual 
Meeting of the Blackheath, (Eng.) 
Autiliary Bible Society. 

More than twelve months ago, I 
went, pursuant to the request of a 
poor, but benevolent hearted woman, 
in my neighborhood, to visit an indi- 
gent man, deeply affficted. On enter- 
ing the cottage I found him alone, his 
wife having gone to procure mm milk 
froma kindneighbor. I was startled 
by the sight of a pale emaciated man, a 
living image of déath, fastened upright 


in his chair by a rude mechanism of 


cords and belts, hanging from the 
ceiling. He was totally unable to 
move either hand or foot, having more 
than four years been entirely de; prived 
of the use of his limbs, yet ‘the whole 
time suffering eXtreme anguish from 
swellings at all his jomts. As soon as 
Thad recovered from mv surprise at 
seeing so pitiabie an object, I asked -~ 
* Are you left alone my friend, in this 
deplorable situation ?’’ “ No, sir,’ re- 
plied he, in a-touching feeble tone of 
mild resignation, nothing but his lips 
andeyes moving while he spoke, “ [ 
am not alone, for God is with me.” 
On advancing, Isoon discovered the 
secret of his. striki: ng declaration, for 
his wife had left on his knees, propped 
with a cushion formed far the purpose, 
a Bible, lying open at a favorite portion 
of the Psalms of Dav J. I sat down 
by him, and conversed with him. On 
ascertaining that he bad but a smail 
wecklv allowance certain, I enquired 
how the remainder of his wants w ere 
supplied. “ Why Sir,” said he, “’tis 
true as you say,—7s a week would 
hever support us : but when it is gone 
Irely on the promise found in this 
book, “ Bread shall be given him, and 
his water shall be sure,” and I never 
have been disappointed yet; and so 
long as God is faithful to ‘his w ord, I 
never shall.’’ Lasked him if he ever 
felt tempted to repine under the pres- 
sure of so long continued and heavy a 
calamity? ‘* Not for the last three 
years,” said he, “* blessed be God for 
it,” the eve of faith sparkling and civ- 
jog'h ife t to ‘his pe allid comtena nce, W! iste > 
he made the declaration, “for J have 
learned from this book in whom to b-- 


the Bible. 


lieve ; and though Iam aware of me 
Weakness and unworthiness, [ am: 
persuaded that he will not leave me 
nor forsake me. And so it is, that 
often when mv lips are closed with 
locked jaw, and Feannot speak to the 
glory of God, he enables me to sing 
his praises im my heart.” This ana 
much more did I hear during my first 
visit: and in my subsequent visits 
(tor Iam not ashamed to say that of. 
ten for my own benefit have I been to 
the cottage of this affiic:ed man )f 
generally found him with his Bible on 
his knees, and uniforml., witnessed 
like resignation flowing from the bles- 
sing of God upon the constant perusa! 
of his holy word. He died with a 
“hope full of immortality,” and is 
now gone. “to the rest which re- 
maineth for the people of God.” And 
gladly would I sink into the obscurity 
of the same cottage; gladly even 
would LU lar gui-h in the same chair ; 
could I but enjoy the same uninter- 
rupted communion with God, be al- 
ways filled with the same “ strong 
consolation,” and always behold with 
equally vivic: perception sparkling be- 
fore me the same celestial crown.

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


From the S. School Repository. 


Brtract of a Report from Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania, Afri, 1818. 


This Institution originated in the 
early partofthe summer vf 1816. Al- 
~though the school has been establish- 
ed but two years, its influence upon 
the taste and habits of the youth of 
our village has been sensibly felt. In- 
stead of the noisy abuse and wanton 
preianation of the Sabbath, that holy 


day is set apart and devoted to pres 
paration for and attendance on the 
Sabbath School. The struggle b: - 
tween tien, in many mstances, is not 
who shali be first in the contrivance, 
or swiftest in the execution of mischief, 
but who shall be highest in the re- 
wards of his class, who best approwd 
of at the monthly ex:mimeztion

organized on the same plen, and sub- 
ject io the same rules with the whe 
maic and femaie members) The seme 
care and attention extended to them 
by their teachers have produced equat 
evidences of present, and justified like 
expectations of future advancement. 

i» more than one instance has the 
pleasing sight been enjoyed when chii- 
dren, through the instruction received 
at Sabbath School, in the simplicity 
ot their hearts athome, have adminis- 
tered a rebuke to thoughtless parents, 
or communicated encoursgement to 
such as were inchined to sack the way 
of truth. But the benefit resulting 
from the iabors of the Association has 
been mest conspicueus in the conver- 
sionof two colored adults. Fhe one 
Was a man about 23 years of age, who 
had never been taught toread. Frem 
the commencement of the labors of the 
Association he attended their Adult 
School for people of color with punc- 
tuslity, and manifested an earrest de- 
sire to become abie to read for himself 
the truth oi God, which is able tomake 
men Wise unto salvation, So anxievs 
did he become as he drank in the in- 
struction e¢ his teacher, «nd so im- 
pressed was he of the importance of 
reading the word of God as a mean of 
grace, that he forscok a prayer-meet- 
ing appointed by some of his colored 
friends at his house, daring ihe hours 
of school, ratherthan lose the oppor- 
tunity oflearning to read. He has been 
heard to say that he could not describe 
the pleasure he received when he could 
spell in the oracles of God the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, or connect some 
short sentences relative to his grace 
ormercy. Shortly afier he was confin- 
ed to the house by a disease which 
eventually terminated his «xistence 
here. Thus was he directed, in the 
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good providence of God, to provide 
the means which should minister to 
his joy, when he should be called to 
witness, by a cheerful submission and 
patient suffering during the progress 
ofa gradual decline. Often did he 
advert to the instruction received at 
Sabbath School, as being blessed of 
God to enlighten his eyes and bring him 
from under the darkness of sin. He 
felt that he was called to glorify God, 
and every opportunity presented was 
improved by bim to this end, until in 
the triumph of faith, and in the very 
moment of his departure, he clapped 
his hands and exclaimed, “ Glory to 
God, glory to God—it is over.” and 
slept in Jesus. 

The other was a colored female who 
habitually attended the school. The 
serious impressions which at times she 
had previous to entering, and which in 
some measure induced her to attach 
herself to it, here were strengthened, 
and she was observed to grow in 
knowledge and seriousness. Soon also 
was she forced to absent herself by 
reason of sickness. A rapid consump- 
tion in a few weeks brought her to her 
bed. Previously, however, she sought 
and received the sacrament of baptism ; 
and afterwards, upon conversing with 
the minister that visited her a day be- 
fore her death, with great calmness 
and confidence observed, upon being 
asked if she felt as if she wanted any 
thing, “I have taken Christ--with 
him] have all things.”’

MISSION TO JERUSALEM.

ure, we learn that the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 


éions, in consequence of late and very ° 


interesting intelligence, have just 
established a mission to Jerusalem, afid 
have appomted Rev, Levr Pansons and 
Mr. Pury Fisk as their missionaries. 
America has thus commenced the first 
mission to that city, so dear to the heart 
both of Jews and Christians as the city 
of David, the city in which the first 
temple was erected for the worship of 
Jehovah, where the God of Israel gave 
for many centuries a visible manif s'a- 
tion of his presence, where the living 
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oracles were communicated and pre. 
served, and where almost all the prc 
phets lived and prophesied and died 
and so much dearer still to the hearts 
of Christians, as the place where the 
RepeeMER Or Manxrtnp published the 
gospel to aruined world, and offered 
up himself a Sacrurrree for their sins ; 
and from whieh the Apostles went forth 
proclaiming to the nations of the earth, 
that “ God is in Christ reconciling the 
world unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them.” It is most prop- 
er that such a mission should be be- 
gun by the American people. We 
alone of all the nations of the earth 
can standup and say, that we have 
never been engaged in persecuting the 
Jews. Amoug us the children of Israet 
have the same rights and privileges as 
those of us who are Gentiles. It is 
here, for the first time since the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, that they have 
ceased to be an offscouring, and a bye- 
word, and a hissing among the nations.
